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If you're ever unlucky enough 
to get to grips with «8 gorilla 
there are two recommended 
courses of action. . One is to 
shoot—if you haye-a gun handy. 
The other is to play the grama- 
phone. 

For gorillas can't stand music 
at any price. And that’s why 
Henry Geddes took a grama- 
phone with him when he organ- 


“iged an expedition to French 


Equatorial Africa to round up 
gorillas in the jungle and ‘shoot’ 
them for the Clark Gable - Ava 
Gardner film, “Mogambo.” 

He intended testing the theory 
that they find music -unendur- 
able by playing them a selection 
of discs. But the spring of the 
gramaphone broke before he had 
a chance to do so, he reveals in 
the enthrallirgg, fully illustrated 
account of his adventures, “Gor- 
illa.” 

The theory was proved, how- 
ever, by the M’Betis tribe, who 
sang lustily as they “advanced 
with nets to encirtle a family 
of the great apes. They even 
kept up the chorus at night to 
prevent any gorillas breaking 
out. Quite a sing-song—consider- 
ing Geddes had recruited | 450 
hand-picked ters. 

The M’Betis hate gorillas, de- 
claring. that they piunder their 
plantations and «carry off their 
wives. They kill them whenever 
they can, although they're pro- 
tected by the authorities. 

Magyificently built and proud, 
a M’Betis hunter doesn't believe 
in work. “He leaves that to his 
women-folk. And when he's not 
hunting game—or gorillas—he 
likes to relax in a deckchair and 
supervise his wives as they till 
the fields or weave mats of 


bamboo or loincicths of pine- 
apple fibre. 
A M’Betis hunter sets more 


value on his dog than on one of 
his wives, On several occasions, 
the author says, he saw one lift 
his dog out of the way of an 
approaching lorry while heavily 
laden women and children were 
left to fend for themselves. 

Before he actually saw any 
gorillas, Geddes heard fantastic 
tales about them—of one killed 
in the forest of bamboo that was 
over nine feet tall; of others 
that had the power to snap 4 
man’s arm from his body like 
a twig.’ 

One native who accidentally 
disturbed a sleeping gorilla in 
the Belgian Congo had his head 
torn clean off his shoulders by 
the great beast. And there was 
the story—said to be completely 
true—of the tribe that kept a 
“tame” gorilla as their official 
executioner. All captives were 
thrown to it to be bitten and 
crushed to death. 


But Geddes was assured by 
the head of the game department 
that the only gorilla really to be 
feared was the foridable grand 
garcon—the “big boy’’—the. old. 
male who is head of every fam- 
ily and who will. fight to the 
death in its defence. 

He saw the truth of this when 
the M’Betis finally rounded up 
a family of ten .. and the 
grand garcon went into action. 
“He wasn't just angry. He was 
very angry—and he meant to 
let us know it,” he writes. 

He charged the nets in blind 
fury again and again, bulldozing 
his great black head against 
them, snarling and screaming as 
he tried to get at the hunters 
beyond. When he found he could- 
n't he thumped his enormous 
barrel-chest and roared “ho-ho- 
ho!” with rage. 

When he stood upright he was 
almost six feet tall. But it was- 
n't his size that was so impres- 
sive as his sense of power, the 
author says. When he walked 
slowly he moved like an ath- 
lete at the peak of his form. He 
was in superb condition, had no 


| 


as softly as a kitten : 

He had immense courage—and 
character... He didn't rule his 
family by fear. He never clouted 
his much smaller wives or pushed 
them arowind. He ruled them by 
right—as their lord and protec- 
tor. 

“I for one certainly grew to 
like him much more than many 
humans I have met.” Henry Ged- 
des says. But when after ten 
days he had finished filming and 


wanted to let his eo free— - 


there was trouble. 

The M’Betis—gorilla fever in 
their ‘blood—declared they must 
slaughter the whole tamily. But 
after much palaver they finally 
agreed to let the others go if 
only they could get at their 
most hated enemy — the grand 
garcon — with their spears. 

To let him loose to roam the 
forest again was madness, they 
babbled. For though to the sen- 
timentalist the gorilla is a dy- 
ing race to.be preserved at all 
costs. to the native he is nothing 
but a menace—to be destroyed. 


“Hold on!” It was Yak, a white 
hunter in the party, who per-. 
suaded the M’Betis to let him 
kill the great ape more merci- 
fully with his gun. 

They knew he was a crack 
shot, so they agreed, satisfied as 
long as the grand garcgon died. 
Yak took up his position of 
vantage and slipped a cartridge 
into the breech of his gun 

“It’s going to be like muruer,” 
he murmured softly as he 
brought the rifle up to his shoul- 
der and peered along its sights 

A gap in the nets was opened 
up and the gorillas scuttled one 
by one to freedom. Everyone 
waited, knowing the grand gar- 
con would be the last to leave. 
As he suddenly broke from cov- 
er arid bounded through the open 


space a yell of ‘triumph went up 


from the natives as Yak’s rifle. 
cracked . and the giant ape’ 
froze to a standstill. ; 
But the triumph ended in a 
wail of despair as the great hairy 
bulk shot forward again into the 


cover of undergrowth . and. 
freedom. 

“You mussed, Yak!” Geddes 
heard hirnself shouting, almost 
joyfully. 


The man with the gun looked 
tired. but he smiled. “Reckon I 
must be getting old—or maybe 
it’s a touch of fever,” he said. 

But Henry Geddes knew bet- 
ter. He knew that Yak had de- 


liberately sacrified his reputation * 


as a hunter to let a magnificent 
animal escape and rejoin its fam- 
ily. And he was glad. 

For ten days the grand gar- 


con had stood against them, 
never wavering, defying over- 


whelming odds to protect its 
family. “If there’s a heaven for 
gorillas he'll have earned his 
rest Hy it.” the author says. “If 
there’s a hell for him, the grand 
garcon will know how to hold 
his own.”

“meteorites” and ‘cosmic: dust,” 
as well as cosmic -“radiation.” 


The meteorites and the cosmic 
dust, which fill the space be- 
tween the various planets, 
would act as bombshells against 
the space ship used for the in- 
terplanetary journey. “There is 
mo shield which could protect 
the space ship from coamic dust 
and meteorites,” he said. 

On the other hand, “cosmic 
radiation” cannot be adequately 
faced or estimated, he states. 

The problem of “gravity” of 
the human body, once it comes 
eut of the earth’s atmosphere 
and gravity, can be solved only 
if the space ship revolved round 
fis axis, thus causing an “artifi- 
eial” field of gravity. 

What Professor Santorinis 
however, considers as possible 
fe the sending of an unmanned 
rocket into the stratosphere, and 
even as far as the moon, “with- 


eut it being completely de- 
atroyed” before reaching the 
ether planet. 


In connection with the ques- 
tion of launching small unman- 
ned earth-circling satellites, Pro- 
fessor Santorinis says that this 
is feasible, but that such satel- 
lites would be “absolutely value-

Bee corde ot ae were made in the Junior Farmer pro- 
ay ae p gree, : gram for 1955-56 when the Direct- 
ors of the Junior Farmers’ Associa- 
tion of Ontario met in Parliament 
Buildings, Toronto, on September 
26th. The Public Speaking, Debating 
and Choir Competitions were discuss- 
ed, as well as a program for Leader- 
ship Training Schools. . 
One decision concerned the eligib- 
itty rule, which states that partici- 
pants in projects sponsored by the 
Provincial Association, must not have 
‘l reached their 29th birthday by Dec- 
ember 3ist of the current year, and 
must be members of the Junior Far- 
mers’ Association of Ontario for 
1955-1956. These rules, brought into 
force at the various District Field 
Days this past summer, had occa- 
sioned some discussion and disap- 
pointment. The decision that these 
rules would apply to such projects 
as the Public Speaking, Debating 
and Choir Competitions was upheld, 
but only after considerable discussion.

Amid the glittering splendour 
of the Coronation ceremony 4 
princess in the simple grey habit 
of a nursing order sat in one of 
the honoured central seats of the 
royal box and gazed down lov- 
ingly at her only son, the Duke 
of Edinburgh, and at his wife, 
our youthful Queen. 

Most people imagine that the 
Duke of Edinburgh’s mother, 
H.R. Princess Alice of Greece, 
is Grecian by birth. But, the 
truth is that she was born in 
Windsor Castle as a ranking 
Queen 
. and Princess Alice 
was soon adored as one of Bri- 
tain’s loveliest young princesses. 

Her doting great-uncle, King 
Edward. VII, used~ to run his 
hands through her soft, fair ring- 
lets and declare bluffly that no 
throne in the whole of Europe 
would be too good for her. 

Her father, Prince Louis of 
Battenberg, was fully alive to 
the dynastic undertones of these 
royal compliments. 

Alice passed her girlhood in a 
happy though fegal atmosphere 
There were visits to cousins In 
Russia, exciting holidays against 
a background of jolly sleigh-bells 
and glistening snow. There were 
tours through Germany, an end- 
less succession of balls and 
parties. 

And of course there were 
plenty of matchmakers among 
her aunts and uncles, some hope- 
fully linking Alice with the fu- 
ture Tsar of Russia, others-dis- 
cussing prospects in Sweden, and 
Prussia.

One was civil, another Prote 
tant. The third, and most pk 
turesque, ceremony was held a 
cording to the rites of the Greek 
Orthodox Church in the lovels 
old cathedral church at, Darm 
stadt. By this time, it 15 not to 


be wondered at if the bride 
a little confused! 

During the service, the priest 
had to ask her two questions — 
whether she consented of her 
own free. will to marry Andrew 
or whether she had promised her 
hand to someone else.

The Emperor. of-Russia spied 
a short cut through the crowd, 
and putting his head down, ram- 
med his way through the cheer- 
ing people. Just as she was bow- 
ing her acknowledgments, Alice 
received the contents of a bag of 
rice full in the face, followed by 
a satin slipper. Catching the 
slipper, she hit the Emperor 
over the head with it, then re- 
sumed her seat with Jan idyllic 
smile, 

If one lingers over this amus- 
ing scene, it is because the sands 
were running out. Though so 
happily begun, Princess Alice’s 
married life was to be fraught 
with danger and tragedy. 

When she was blessed with 
four delightful daughters, no wo- 
man in all the world was hap- 
picr. Once, during a family re- 
union in Malta, she met her 
youngest brother, now Earl 
Mountbatten, and as a young 
naval cadet he cheekily ex- 
pressed indignation at having 
been made four times an uncle 
before he was fourteen years 
old! 

But the storm clouds were 
pathering. Her father-in-law, 
King George 1 of Greece, was 
assassinated at point-blank range 
by a madman in the streets of 
Salonika, and Andrew’s elder 
brother, Constantine, assumed 
the throne.

Time after 
time you hear—“Well, for good- 
ness sake, I haven't seen you 
in years” And do you know, f 
am beginning,to believe to & 
a very small world.

The name of the place where 
everything appertaining to 
American armed forces is plan- 
ned is called the Pentagon. 
Many millions have heard or 
read about it, but very few peo- 
ple not employed there have 
ever been allowed inside this 
holy of holies—the nerve cen- 
tre of America’s defence organ- 
ization. ; 

The Pentagon’ is a five-sided, 


five-storied building standing on . 


the River Potomac, a few miles 
from the city of Washington. 
It’s the largest government 
building in the world. There is 
the Mall Entrance and the 
River Entrance. I went in by 
the River Eentrance. On an 
average day there are between 
eight and nine thousand cars 


’ parked here. 


If Washington were attacked, 
the plan is to move these cars 
out of the seventy acrés of 
parking into an “intricate road 
net leading to highways. Driv- 
ers would fill their cars with 
passengers, including those who 
normally travel by bus, and 
start getting out of the Wash- 


ington, area. This part of the - 


programme was not tried out in 
the June test when President 
Eisenhower and his staff took 
to the hills some miles from 
Washington. 

It is planned to move some 
government departments as far 
away as 300 miles—if war comes. 
I am told that one afternoon 
last winter when there was 8 
light snowfall, the Pentagon 
staff. whose hours are usually 
staggered, all started for home 
at once. Some car drivers found 
themselves still trying to get 
out of Pentagon parking lots an 
hour after they started up their 
motors Some required another 
two hours to reach home only 
eight miles away. 

At the entrances to the build- 
ing stand the police security men 
with revolvers on their hips, 
some civilians, most probably 
J. Edgar Hoover’s G-men, and 
a number of lounging Negro car 
callers.

Great Singer Was 
Great Actress, Too 


We have seen that it was the 
child’s musical talent that, first 
evoked the wonder of her neigh- 
bours. The stupor of the grand- 
mother at the baby’s fanfare on 
the piano; the amazement of 
the passers-by at the song 
which was being confided to the 
ears of the patient and appre- 
ciative cat; the tears that start- 
ed to the eyes of Croelius — 
these are the earliest signals of 
her marvelous gifts. But we, 
now, have to recognize a new 
characteristic, which was almost 
more phenomenal than _ her 
singing. Indeed, it may well be 
doubted whether, during her 
first ten years at the Royal 
Theatre, it did not surpass her 
voice in witnessing to the pres- 
ence in her of a unique genius. 
This was her dramatic power. 
Precocious and extraordinary as 
her child-voice had been, both 
in versatility and in tenderness, 
yet her early woman's voice did 
not, at first, exhibit or develop 
its after-gifts of high sonor- 
ity... 

In later years, those, .who 
heard her sing in opera, would. 
often say, that if she had not 
been the greatest singer in the 
world, she would have been the 
greatest actress. And we shall 
see the evidence for the truth of 
this anticipation, if we glance 
over all the early records of 
her performance at the theatre; 
and we shall, also, understand 
through what years of actual 
experience it was that she had 
obtained that thorough mastery 
over all the detail and method 
of the stage, which made her 
acting so consummate 

The long list of her perfor- 
mances, kept in the- records ‘of 
the Royal Theatre, reveal to us 
that already, in the very first 
year of her admittance to the 
school, as a little child of ten 
years old, she made her ap- 
pearance on the boards, on No- 
vember 29, 1830, in a play call- 
ed “The Polish Mine,” described 
as a “Drama, with Dance,” ... 
The first of January 1837, 
marks a new departure. Accord- 
ing to the contract of 1833, with 
the mother, the Directors were 
to decide at what date Jenny 
Lind should be given a fixed 
salary, as actress at the Royal 
Theatre. Hitherto the money 
paid her by the Directors has 
been simply an arrangement for 
her keep. She has performed, 
on their behalf, under this ar- 
rangement one hundred and 
eleven times, besides her ap- 
pearances at concerts. It is now 
considered time to give her & 
fixed and salaried position, after 
which she is still bound, by the 
original contract, to be in the 
service of the Directors for ten 
years, if they require it of her.

She had spent 42 years with these 
people, and surely showed in her talk 
how dear to her heart they Were. 
Hong Kong is a great shipping centre, 
but it is filled with thousands of 
poor refugees as well as the better 
class of people. The poor class lives 
in small shacks, built of cans, paper, 
or what they can gather, some only 
a mat to lie on, Numbers came to the 
city after the Communists began rul- 
ing. There were 500,000 starving peo- 
ple in 1950 during the famine. These 
little shacks were a fire menace in 
the city and at Christmas 1952, a 
terrible ‘fire came and 60,000_people 
were homeless. A special appeal was 
sent to headquarters at Toronto for 
$5,000, which was sent ‘immediately, 
and with it several houses were built; 
50 in‘one part, known as “Canada 
Row.”

those days a “dead rabbit” meant 
a real, tough fighting man.

This “uniform” worn by cri- 
winels is of interest. The Camor- 
ra Secret Society is said to have 
originated in the Middle Ages 
as a brotherhood of thieves and 
rogues. The very word “Camor- 
ra” is believed to be derived 
from the Spanish “chamarra,” & 
cloak usually worn by thieves 
and bullies. : 

In his heyday the true Camor- 
rista could: be recognized by his 
loose, red neckerchief, the ‘ends 
floating over each shoulder, a 
striped sash, and the curious im- 
plement he always carried, a 


eane heavily loaded with rings. 


This peculiarity of criminals 
was often of great use to the 
police since a member of the 
Roach Gang could be recognized 
by his boots which were heavy 
and usually had pieecs of knife 
or axe blade let into the leather 
for stamping or kicking. 

Similarly. a racecourse tough 
was identified by a peaked cap 
which contained a razor~blade 
In the peak. The cap could do 
serious harm if slashed across 
an opponent’s face.,

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Late Planted Bulbs 


“April showers bring May 
flowers”. But if the flowers are 
of the bulb variety, many of 
them have to be planted in the 
fall if they are to burst forth 
in all their glory next spring. 


Giadioli, begonia and dahlia 
are exceptions to this rule, but 
most other bulbs should be 
planted in the fall. The depth 
of planting varies with the type 
of bulb. Tulips, for instance, 
should be planted at a depth of 
six inches, with four inches be- 
tween each bulb. Jonquils are 
also planted at six inches, but 
they need about six inches be- 
tween. them to grow properly. 
Narcissus and lily go a little 
deeper in the ground — about 
eight inches — with six to twelve 
inches between each bulb. 


To plant, dig a hole two-inches — 
deeper than. the recommended 
depth. Into. this hole put a tea- 
spoon of fertilizer and mx 
thoroughly ‘with the next two 
inches of soil. On top of this, 
put two inches of the untreated 
soil that was removed from the 
hole. This prevents the bulb 
from coming in contact with the 
fertilizer and also brings the hole 
up to the proper depth. 


Now plant the bulb. The soil 
that was taken from the hole 
could be mixed with a teaspoon 
of soil cohditioner and then 
packed gently around the bulb. 


Potted bulbs need not be 
planted as deep as those out- 
doors, but they should be wat- 
ered occasionally and kept in a 
cool, dark place until well 
sprouted. Then they may be 
gradually brought up to the light 
for the blooming period, about 
three months later. Before plant- 
ing, dust bulbs with a combina- 
tion insecticide-fungicide to pro- 
tect them from diseases and in- 
sects.
